KATHMANDU (AFP) - An 
avalanche in Nepal killed at 
least nine climbers including a 
group of French mountaineers 
trying to scale one of the 
world’s most deadly peaks, of¬ 
ficials said yesterday. 

Around 25 people were 
near the top of the 8,156-meter 
(26,759-foot) Manaslu when 
they were hit by a wall of snow 
on Saturday night in one of the 
worst tragedies in Himalayan 
mountaineering in recent 
years. 

"Most of the dead people 
are French," said Ang Tshering 
Sherpa, vice-president of the 
Nepal Mountaineering Associ¬ 
ation, after speaking to expedi¬ 
tion members at the base camp 
of Manaslu by satellite tele¬ 
phone. "One or two are Span¬ 
ish, one Italian, one (Nepali) 
Sherpa and one German." 

Three climbers were 
thought to still be missing 
when rescue operations were 
called off for the night. 

"So far, 13 people have 
been rescued alive, of whom 
five have been airlifted to 
Kathmandu for treatment," 
Basanta Bahadur Kunwar, the 
local deputy superintendent of 
police, told AFP by telephone. 

France’s national union of 


mountain guides (SNGM) said 
four French climbers were 
killed and three others were re¬ 
ported missing. 

"According to information 
from the base camp, there were 
seven French victims. The four 
dead have been identified by 
their photos and three are miss¬ 
ing, as well as two injured who 
have been evacuated by heli¬ 
copter to Kathmandu," SNGM 
vice-president Christian 
Trommsdorff told AFP. 

He described the French 
victims as three mountain 
guides from the Chamonix 
area in the Alps and four of 
their clients, who were part of 
two expeditions. Based on in¬ 
formation the group has re¬ 
ceived, the avalanche 
happened Saturday night on 
the normal path for climbing to 
Manaslu’s summit. 

Manaslu, the eighth highest 
mountain in the world, is con¬ 
sidered one of the most dan¬ 
gerous, with scores of deaths 
in recent years and just a few 
hundred successful ascents. 

Laxmi Dhakal, head of the 
home ministry’s disaster re¬ 
sponse division, confirmed the 
avalanche had hit camp three 
and said it had created "a flood 
of snow".

This year’s Peace March 
on Aruba was organized by 
the Student Union of the Uni¬ 
versity of Aruba, under the 
auspices of the Ministry of 
Social Affairs. Participants 
made their way from the 
western end of Oranjestad to 
the Plaza Betico Croes at the 
far eastern end, to enjoy a 
cultural evening and presen¬ 
tations by various members 
of the community. Joining the 
marchers were the official 
representatives of various 
groups living on Aruba, in¬ 
cluding the consuls of 
Venezuela, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Uruguay, and Paraguay. 

Jimmy Oduber officially 
welcomed the gathering, 
which included Aruba’s Min¬ 
ister of Social & Economic 
Affairs and Culture, Michelle 
Hooyboer-Winklaar.

Holland approves funds 
for former Tax Building 
reconstruction

The construction of the spiral 
rotunda in front of the Aruba 
airport is reportedly still on 
schedule for a December com¬ 


pletion. They have encountered 
a few setbacks, but everything 
is being done by all the parties 
to resolve each matter as expe¬

The utility companies are 
currently completing their part 
of the work. In a few days they 
will be pulling cables through 
and making final adjustments 
to their systems to ensure that 
everything is functioning well 
and safely. 

Because the road at the ro¬

There 
will be four lanes making it 
imperative that the road be 
widened. Consequently, all 
pipelines and cables have to be 
placed at the outskirts of the 
road area. 

Despite all the additional 
work and adjustments, the 
work is programmed to be 
completed before the end of 
the year, says DOW’s Jossy 
Kock. It is planned that by the 
first week of December they 
would be ready to reopen this 
newest and most effective ad¬ 
dition to Aruba’s network of 
roads.

Pakistan rejects filmmaker bounty as 
Muslims keep up protest 


ISLAMABAD (AFP) - Pak¬ 
istan distanced itself yesterday 
from a cabinet minister’s 
bounty for killing the maker of 
anti-Islam film "Innocence of 
Muslims", as protests against 
the movie continued from 
Turkey to Hong Kong. 

A spokesman for Pakistani 
Prime Minister Raja Pervez 
Ashraf rejected the $100,000 
(75,000-euro) bounty pro¬ 
mised by Railways Minister 
Ghulam Ahmed Bilour, who 
on Saturday offered a "prize" 
for killing the filmmaker and 
invited the Taliban and Al- 
Qaeda to take part in the 
"noble deed". 

"This is not government 
policy. We completely dissoci¬ 
ate ourselves from this," the 
spokesman told AFP. 

Fresh rallies were held 
across Pakistan yesterday to 
condemn the film, after violent 
nationwide protests Friday left 
21 people dead. 

New protests yesterday also 


gripped Hong Kong, Turkey, 
Greece, Saudi Arabia, Iran and 
Bangladesh. 

Some 3,000 demonstrators 
in Hong Kong briefly scuffled 
with police as they tried to de¬ 
liver a letter to the US con¬ 
sulate. 

Some 500 protesters in Is¬ 
tanbul burnt US and Israeli 
flags as they gathered around 
the Turkish city’s iconic Tak- 
sim Square, unfurling banners 
with slogans such as "Death to 
America". 

Greek police fired tear gas 
to disperse nearly 1,000 
demonstrators in central 
Athens after some of them — 
largely immigrants from Pak¬ 
istan, Afghanistan and Bang¬ 
ladesh — tried to break through 
a cordon to march toward the 
US embassy. 

In Saudi Arabia, hundreds 
of people in a Shiite village in 
the kingdom’s Eastern 
Province demonstrated against 
the film, defying the country’s 


ban on protests. 

Around 400 people rallied 
in front of the French embassy 
in Iran, shouting "Death to 
America", "Death to Israel", 
"Death to Britain" and "Death 
to France". No violence was 
reported, and the demonstra¬ 
tion ended after around 90 
minutes. 

Germany’s weekly Der 
Spiegel reported yesterday that 
a far-right group is planning to 
screen "Innocence of Mus¬ 
lims" in Berlin in November. 

Pro-Deutschland leader 
Manfred Rouhs told the news 
magazine he had received two 
verbal agreements from ware¬ 
houses to stage the event, after 
several Berlin cinemas de¬ 
clined. 

German Foreign Minister 
Guido Westerwelle said in a 
separate interview that in an 
age when the Internet can 
spread content worldwide, 
freedom of speech must come 
with a sense of responsibility.

Thousands rally for Chavez 
re-election in Venezuela

streets Saturday to push for his 
re-election, putting the march’s 
focus on his signature social 
programs. 

The socialist and leftist fire¬ 
brand is seeking a third six- 
year term, and polls place him 
ahead of center-left rival Hen- 


rique Capriles in the October 7 
vote. 

Meanwhile Capriles, who 
has said he supports some of 
Chavez’s popular social pro¬ 
grams such as housing and 
health care, was crisscrossing 
the country ahead of the elec¬ 
tion. 

Many of his supporters are 
unhappy with Venezuela’s 
soaring crime rate, inflation 
and the increasing state role in 
the country’s economy. 


Syria aircraft pound rebels 
as they claim control 


ATMA (AFP) - Regime air¬ 
craft hammered insurgent bas¬ 
tions nationwide yesterday as 
rebels said they now control 
most of the country and have 
moved their command center 
from Turkey to "liberated 
areas" inside Syria. 

With deadly violence rag¬ 
ing across Syria, UN-Arab 
League peace envoy Lakhdar 
Brahimi prepared to brief the 
UN Security Council today 
about talks he had with both 
President Bashar al-Assad and 
the opposition. 

Brahimi discussed Syria 
with UN chief Ban Ki-moon 
on Saturday and both agreed 


that the 18-month crisis was "a 
steadily increasing threat to re¬ 
gional peace and stability," a 
statement said. 

On the ground, at least 40 
people were killed yesterday, 
the Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights said, as Syrian 
aircraft carried out strikes on 
rebel bastions, especially in 
central Homs province and 
Deir Ezzor in the east. 

As the fighting continued 
unabated. Colonel Ahmad 
Abdul Wahab of the Free Syr¬ 
ian Army said the regime’s aer¬ 
ial superiority was the only 
thing preventing the FSA from 
taking control of the capital.

Guards: Strike on Iran would trigger 
’World War III’ 



TEHRAN(AFP) - Iran could 
launch a pre-emptive strike if 
Israel prepares to attack it, a 
senior Revolutionary Guards 
commander told broadcaster 
Al-Alam yesterday, a day after 
his boss warned that conflict 
was inevitable. 

Should Israel and Iran en¬ 
gage militarily, "nothing is pre¬ 
dictable... and it will turn into 
World War III," Brigadier Gen¬ 
eral Amir Ali Hajizadeh told 
Iran’s Arabic-language televi¬ 
sion network. 

Hajizadeh, who is in charge 
of Revolutionary Guards mis¬ 
sile systems, said: "In circum¬ 
stances in which they (the 
Israelis) have prepared every¬ 
thing for an attack, it is possi¬ 
ble that we will make a 
pre-emptive attack. But we do 
not see this at the moment." 

He added that Iran would 
deem any Israeli strike to be 
conducted with US authorisa¬ 
tion, so "whether the Zionist 


regime attacks with or without 
US knowledge, then we will 
definitely attack US bases in 
Bahrain, Qatar and Afgha¬ 
nistan." 

He warned that Israel "can¬ 
not imagine our response — 
and it will sustain heavy dam¬ 
age and that will be a prelude 
to its obliteration." 

On Saturday, the head of 
the Revolutionary Guards, 
General Mohammad Ali Jafari, 
said war between Iran and Is¬ 
rael "will eventually happen, 
but it is not certain where and 
when." 

It was the first time a senior 
Iranian official had acknow¬ 
ledged a probability of war 
breaking out between the two 
arch-foes. 

Jafari, quoted by the ISNA 
and Fars news agencies, also 
said such a conflict would lead 
to the annihilation of Israel. 

"If they begin aggression, it 
will spell their destruction and 


will be the end of the story," he 
said. 

Yesterday, Jafari’s deputy. 
Brigadier General Hossein 
Salami, told Fars in an inter¬ 
view that Iran’s "defensive 
strategy is based on the as¬ 
sumption that we will engage 
in a war, a massive battle 
against a global coalition led 
by the US." 

He said the Islamic republic 
had made preparations to 
"crush" the enemy by hitting 
"enemy bases in the region, the 
security of the Zionist regime 
(Israel) and the energy market, 
as well as the lives of enemy 
forces." 

He added: "We will not 
start a war. But if someone 
wages war against us, we will 
launch continuous offensives." 

Tensions have risen signifi¬ 
cantly in recent weeks, with Is¬ 
rael threatening to unleash air 
strikes on Iranian nuclear faci¬ 
lities.

Obama thanks Egypt for 
embassy protection, says 
Morsi 


CAIRO (AFP) - US President 
Barack Obama has thanked 
Egypt’s leader Mohamed 
Morsi for securing the Ameri¬ 
can embassy in Cairo during 
protests against an anti-Islam 
film, according to Morsi’s offi¬ 
cial Facebook page. 

Morsi received a handwrit¬ 
ten letter from Obama in 
which the US leader "pre¬ 
sented his thanks to the Egyp¬ 
tian president for Egypt’s 
efforts to secure the US mis¬ 
sion in Cairo." 

Obama also "stressed the 
United States’ rejection of the 
film offensive to the Islamic 
religion and offensive to the 
American values of freedom of 


faith and tolerance," according 
to the site. 

In the letter, Obama said he 
looked forward to working to¬ 
wards a "strategic partnership" 
with Egypt, Morsi’s page said. 

US relations with Egypt, 
delicate since the fall of former 
dictator Hosni Mubarak, came 
under fresh scrutiny after a 
mob stormed the US embassy 
in Cairo and tore down the US 
flag on September 11. 

The protest was sparked by 
a film made in the United 
States, mocking Islam and the 
Prophet Mohammed and por¬ 
traying him as immoral and vi¬ 
olent. 


Two to be charged over 
Mohammed cartoon 
magazine threats 


PARIS (AFP) - Two men who 
made separate threats against 
staff of the French satirical 
weekly that published cartoons 
of a naked Prophet Mo¬ 
hammed are in custody pend¬ 
ing charges, a judicial source 
said yesterday. 

Police arrested an 18-year- 
old in the southern town of 
Toulon on Wednesday after he 
was reported by a person close 
to him who was concerned 
over his radicalism. 

They found several knives 
at his residence and said the 
man had threatened to go after 


those in charge of the weekly, 
Charlie Hebdo. 

Also in custody is a man in 
his forties whom police ar¬ 
rested Saturday in the western 
city of La Rochelle for appar¬ 
ently calling for the decapita¬ 
tion of Charlie Hebdo’s editor, 
Stephane Charbonnier, on a ji- 
hadi website. 

The weekly magazine pub¬ 
lished the cartoons Wednesday, 
as often violent — and some¬ 
times deadly — protests contin¬ 
ued against an anti-Islam film 
made in the US that has en¬ 
raged many Muslims. 


Zimbabwe city orders ‘big 
flush’ amid water rationing 


HARARE - Zimbabwe’s se¬ 
cond city Bulawayo has or¬ 
dered its residents to flush 
toilets at the same time once a 
week to prevent blockages 
during frequent periods of 
water rationing, the mayor said 
YESTERday. 

“We are going to have a big 
flush every Monday to push all 
the waste that would have ac¬ 
cumulated during the water ra¬ 
tioning,” Thaba Moyo, mayor 
of Bulawayo, told AFP. 

“It means everybody has to 
flush their toilet at the stipu¬ 
lated time which will be 7:30 
pm. This is done to prevent 
any sewer blockages as we an¬ 
ticipate longer periods without 
water” in the sewer system, he 
said. 

He said residents could also 
flush their toilets at other times 



of day. 

Bulawayo’s chronic water 
shortages force the city author¬ 
ities to order rationing, which 
reduces the amount of water 
getting into the sewer system. 

Currently the city rations 
water for 72 hours each week. 
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Swine flu vaccine linked to 
child narcolepsy: EU watchdog 



STOCKHOLM (AFP) - A 
swine flu vaccine used in 
2009-10 is linked to a higher 
risk of the sleeping disorder 
narcolepsy in children and 
teens in Sweden and Finland, 
the European Centre for Dis¬ 
ease Prevention and Control 
said. 

The EU agency studied the 
effects of the Pandemrix vac¬ 
cine on children in eight Euro¬ 
pean countries after Sweden 
and Finland reported higher in¬ 
cidences of narcolepsy among 
children who were inoculated 
with the vaccine during the 
swine flu pandemic in 2009 
and 2010. 

In the six other countries — 
Britain, Denmark, France, 


Italy, The 

Netherlands and 
Norway — no 
link was found 
based on a strict 
statistical analy¬ 
sis. 

An ECDC 
spokesman said 
that while the 
study did not 
quantify the increased risk 
compared with non-vaccina¬ 
tion, national studies showed 
the risk of developing nar¬ 
colepsy after taking Pandem¬ 
rix, which is produced by 
British drug company Glaxo¬ 
SmithKline, was around one in 
20,000 for children and adoles¬ 
cents. 

Narcolepsy is a chronic 
nervous system disorder that 
causes excessive drowsiness, 
often causing people to fall 
asleep uncontrollably, and in 
more severe cases to suffer hal¬ 
lucinations or paralysing phys¬ 
ical collapses called cataplexy. 

In Finland, 79 children aged 
four to 19 developed nar¬ 


colepsy after receiving the 
Pandemrix vaccine in 2009 
and 2010, while in Sweden the 
number was close to 200, ac¬ 
cording to figures in the two 
countries. 

Both countries recom¬ 
mended their populations, of 
around five and 10 million re¬ 
spectively, to take part in mass 
vaccinations during the swine 
flu scare. Pandemrix was the 
only vaccine used in both 
countries. 

Meanwhile, a recent study in 
the medical journal The Lancet 
said that between five and 17 
people in Finland aged 0-17 
are estimated to have died as a 
direct result of the 2009-10 
swine flu pandemic, while the 
same number for Sweden was 
nine to 31. 

In the past year, the Finnish 
and Swedish governments 
have both agreed to provide fi¬ 
nancial compensation for the 
affected children after their 
own national research showed 
a link between the inoculation 
and narcolepsy.

lUDs, implants urged for teens!!! 



Teenage girls may prefer the 
pill, the patch, but their doc¬ 
tors should be recommending 
lUDs or hormonal implants, 
according to the American 
College of Obstetricians and 
Gynecologists in updating its 
guidance for teens. Long-last¬ 
ing and more effective birth 
control, which need not be de¬ 
ployed each time, are prefer¬ 


able. The lUD and im¬ 
plants are safe and 
nearly 100 percent ef¬ 
fective at preventing 
pregnancy, and should 
be “first-line recom¬ 
mendations.” 

Both types of con¬ 
traception are more 
invasive than the pill, 
requiring a doctor to 
put them in place. Combined 
with cost, it is probably why 
the pill is still the most popular 
form of contraception in the 
U.S. Birth control pills often 
must be taken at the very same 
time every day to be most po¬ 
tent; forgetting to take even 
one can lead to pregnancy, 
which is why the pill is only 


91 percent effective. 

An lUD, or intrauterine de¬ 
vice, is a small, T-shaped piece 
of plastic inserted in the uterus 
that can prevent pregnancy for 
up to 10 years. An implant is a 
matchstick-size plastic rod that 
releases hormones. It is placed 
under the skin of the upper 
arm and usually lasts three 
years. 

The new guidelines don’t 
tell teens not to use other 
methods, but “if your goal is to 
prevent a pregnancy, then 
using an implant or an lUD 
would be the best way to do 
this,” said Dr. Tina Raine-Ben- 
nett, head of the committee. 

The organization’s previous 
guidelines, issued in 2007, 
also encouraged the use of 
lUDs and implants among 
teenagers. The new guidelines 
go further in saying physicians 
should discuss the two types 
of birth control with sexually 
active teens at every doctor 
visit. The group said condoms 
should still be used at all times 
because no other birth control 
method protects against AIDS 
and other sexually transmitted 
diseases. 

While it may sound surpris¬ 
ing that such invasive contra¬ 
ceptives are being endorsed 
for teenagers, a government 
survey revealed 43 percent of 
girls ages 15 to 19 have had 
sex. Most are using some kind 


of effective birth control, but 
only about 5 percent use the 
long-lasting devices. 

In 21 states, all teenagers 
can get contraceptives without 
parental permission, according 
to the Guttmacher Institute, 
which tracks laws affecting 
women’s health. A few other 
states allow it under certain 
circumstances. The lUD and 
implant cost hundreds of dol¬ 
lars. The new health reform 
law requires health insurance 
plans to cover birth control 
without co-payments. Also, 
some publicly funded health 
clinics offer birth control free 
or at a reduced cost. 

The American Academy of 
Pediatrics has been more cau¬ 
tious and has not endorsed 
specific methods of birth con¬ 
trol, but is updating its guid¬ 
ance. Some pediatricians have 
been reluctant to recommend 
lUDs for teens, partly because 
of concerns over infection 
risks; an older model was 
blamed for infertility. Dr. 
Paula Braverman, a University 
of Cincinnati physician in¬ 
volved in updating the acad¬ 
emy’s position, said the 
gynecologists’ advice does a 
good job of clarifying miscon¬ 
ceptions about lUDs and im¬ 
plants. 

An lUD called the Daikon 
Shield that was sold in the 
1970s was linked to dangerous 


and sometimes deadly infec¬ 
tions. Newer lUDs have been 
found to be safe, and the gyne¬ 
cologists group said the risk of 
pelvic infections increases 
only slightly during the first 
three weeks after insertion. 

The hormonal implant has 
been updated, too. lUDs and 
implants can be removed at 
any time with no lasting effect 
on fertility. “The ones on the 
market today are extremely 
safe,” said Dr. Mary Fournier, 
an adolescent-medicine spe¬ 
cialist at Chicago’s Ann & 
Robert H. Lurie Children’s 
Hospital, who praised the new 
recommendations. “That is 
what everybody should be 
telling their patients.” She al¬ 
ready recommends lUDs for 
her patients and is being 
trained in how to insert birth 
control implants. 

Raine-Bennett, research di¬ 
rector for women’s health at 
Kaiser Permanente in Oak¬ 
land, Calif., said she gets 
mixed reactions from her pa¬ 
tients about both methods. 
“Some of them say, ‘Great! 
Something that I don’t have to 
think about.’ Others are, like, 
‘Hmmm, something in my 
body?’ It really varies.” Doc¬ 
tors need to be sensitive to that 
and provide detailed informa¬ 
tion to dispel any myths and 
allow teens to make informed 
decisions.”

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Apple maps disaster may solve 
China-Japan islands row 


TOKYO (AFP) - Apple’s new 
iPhone 5 may have been eriti- 
eised for its gliteh-ridden new 
maps program, but it may have 
inadvertently provided a diplo- 
matie solution to China and 
Japan’s ongoing row over dis¬ 
puted islands. 

The new smartphone, 
whieh has dumped Google 
Maps in favour of its own ver¬ 
sion, has been ridieuled for 
misplaeing major landmarks, 
shifting towns and even ereat- 
ing a new airport. 

But amid a row over an out- 


erop of islands elaimed by 
both Tokyo and Beijing, 
Apple’s new i06 software has 
provided a resolution of sorts. 

When a user searehes for 
the Tokyo-eontrolled Senkaku 
islands in the East China Sea, 
elaimed by Beijing under the 
name Diaoyu, two sets of the 
islands appear alongside eaeh 
other. 

’’The map has one set of is¬ 
lands for eaeh eountry. Is this 
a message from Apple that we 
eivilians must not get engaged 
in a pointless dispute?” one 


Japanese blogger wrote. 

The new mapping program 
was released this week as part 
of Apple’s updated mobile op¬ 
erating system software, 
whieh powers the new iPhone 
5, released Friday, and ean be 
installed as an upgrade on 
other Apple deviees. 

To the ehagrin of many, the 
new operating system replaees 
Google Maps, whieh had been 
the default mapping system in 
Apple deviees until now. 

As of yet there is no stand¬ 
alone Google Maps app avail¬ 
able for the iPhone, although 
some reports say this is eom- 
ing. 

The East China Sea islands, 
strategieally eoveted outerops, 
have been the foeus of a terri¬ 
torial dispute between Tokyo 
and Beijing, with tensions es- 
ealating dramatieally after the 
Japanese government bought 
three of them from their pri¬ 
vate owners.

Vbicker says QE3 has high risks 


GLENEAGLES - Former 
U.S. Federal Reserve Chair¬ 
man Paul Volcker said in 
Scotland the latest round of 
quantitative easing could 
spark uncontrollable inflation. 

The Fed announced Sept. 
13 it would increase it asset 
purchases to $85 billion per 
month through 2012. Stock 
markets responded favorably, 
but the finance minister of 
Brazil accused the United 
States of risking a currency 
war, given that quantitative 
easing has the effect of lower¬ 
ing the value of the dollar, 
which makes U.S. goods more 
affordable abroad. 

Volcker, at a conference 


sponsored by the Chartered 
Accountants in Scotland on 
the weekend, said "monetary 
policy is about as easy as it 
can get." 

He said QE3, as the third 
round of asset purchases is 
called, "is understandable, but 
it will fail to fix the problem." 

"There is so much liquid¬ 
ity in the market that adding 
more is not going to change 
the economy," he said. 

The move could provoke 
inflation that policy makers 
will find hard to bring under 
control, he said. 

"The risk is that central 
bankers are not able to tighten 
policy in time. Will they be

Volcker said China was no 
longer the economic power 
that would pull the global 
economy out of its slump. 

"We can no longer look to 
China to rescue the world," he 
said. "The Chinese economy 
has slowed 50 percent since 
its peak and is no longer able 
to support international 
growth. 

"Europe is in or near reces¬ 
sion, including the U.K. So 
don't look to the U.K, to 
China, Brazil or India. The 
U.S. is the only country that 
can create the type of eco¬ 
nomic hope and market lead¬ 
ership the world needs. We 
have a weaker platform than 
we used to but it is still the 
most important platform in 
the world," he said.

EU, France sign 940 min 
euro metro deal with 
Egypt 


CAIRO (AFP) - The European 
Union and France have signed 
a 940 million euro agreement 
with the Egyptian government 
to fund the construction of a 
new metro extension, the EU 
mission in Cairo said in a state¬ 
ment yesterday. 

The EU and the French De¬ 
velopment Agency (AFD) 
inked the deal on Saturday, ful¬ 
filling nearly half of the French 
commitments allocated for 
Egypt during the Deauville 
summit in 2011 aimed at sup¬ 
porting the Arab Spring, the 
EU said. 

The package is a loan on 25 
years with a less than two per¬ 


cent interest rate, it said. 

France has already pro¬ 
vided financial and technical 
support for Cairo's two exis¬ 
ting metro lines built in the 
1980s. 

The third line — the first 
phase of which became opera¬ 
tional in March — will carry up 
to 1.8 million passengers a day, 
the EU said. 

International bids will be 
launched by the beginning of 
2013, and the implementation 
of the project is expected to 
take eight years, it said. 

The metro system has 
helped ease Cairo's notorious 
traffic congestion. 


Belgium minister rules 
out wealth tax 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Belgian 
Finance Minister Steven 
Vanackere yesterday ruled out 
the idea of creating a wealth 
tax despite mounting criticism 
in the country that wage-earn¬ 
ers are hardest hit by the cur¬ 
rent tax system. 

"A wealth tax is a door we 
must leave shut during this leg¬ 
islature," Vanackere said of the 
30 months before the centrist 
six-party coalition headed by 
Socialist premier Elio Di Rupo 
faces elections. 

But as Vanackere spoke on 
a Sunday TV talk show, De 
Zevende Dag, deputy premier 


Laurette Onkelinx told a So¬ 
cialist Party congress in the 
town of Namur that she was 
mulling "proposals to hit fi¬ 
nancial speculation". 

The head of the Socialist 
Party, Thierry Get, recently 
complained that fiscal rev¬ 
enues were 75 percent linked 
to wages and 25 percent to 
capital gains. 

Talk of taxing the wealthy 
has grown following a move 
this month by French billion¬ 
aire and LVMH boss Bernard 
Arnault to acquire Belgian na¬ 
tionality.

BRASILIA (AFP) - In just five decades, 
Brazil has lost 80 percent of the coral reef 
once found along 3,000 kilometers (1,864 
miles) of its northeastern coast, accord¬ 
ing to a study cited by local media Sun¬ 
day. Brazil's reef ecosystems - with 18 
species of coral, algae and at least three 
types of fish - lie not far out to sea, near 
major Brazilian cities like Fortaleza, Re¬ 
cife and Natal. The study, cited by the G1 
news portal, was conducted by the coun¬ 
try's environment ministry and the Fed¬ 
eral University of Pernambuco. Lead 
researcher Beatrice Padovani was quoted 
as saying that domestic, industrial and 
farm pollution were factors in boosting 
sediment accumulation that has devas¬ 
tated the reef systems. 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Los 
Angeles cop drama "End of 
Watch" and horror-thriller 
flick "House at the End of the 
Street," jointly topped the 
North American box office 
on their debut weekend, esti¬ 
mates showed Sunday.

Formula One: Vsttel wins dramatic 
Singapore Grand Prix 



SINGAPORE (AFP) - Red 
Bull’s Sebastian Vettel sur¬ 
vived an incident-packed Sin¬ 
gapore Grand Prix to reignite 
his world title defence with a 
thrilling victory on Sunday. 

After two safety cars, 
crashes and the shock retire¬ 
ment of Lewis Hamilton while 
leading, Vettel, Formula One's 
youngest double champion, 
finished in front of McLaren's 
Jenson Button for only his sec¬ 
ond win of the season. 

Championship leader Fer¬ 


nando Alonso was third, 
mounting his eighth podium of 
the year in the dramatic night 
race around the narrow, de¬ 
manding street circuit through 
the heart of downtown Singa¬ 
pore. 

Force India's Paul di Resta took 
an impressive fourth and Mer¬ 
cedes' Nico Rosberg was fifth, 
ahead of Lotus's former world 
champion Kimi Raikkonen. 

Romain Grosjean, Felipe 
Massa, Daniel Ricciardo and 
Sergio Perez — promoted one 


place after a time penalty for 
Mark Webber — rounded out 
the top 10 in a race that was cut 
short by two laps to 59 after 
hitting its two-hour time-limit. 

With the win, Vettel climbs 
to second in the standings be¬ 
hind the consistent Alonso, 
who has a reduced lead of 29 
points. Raikkonen lies third 
and the unlucky Hamilton 
drops down to fourth. 

"This has been one of tough¬ 
est races of the year, to be hon¬ 
est," said Vettel, last year's 
winner in Singapore, who will 
now fancy his chances of a 
third straight title. 

Vettel also escaped punish¬ 
ment over a near-miss with 
McLaren's Jenson Button after 
a lengthy stewards' inquiry on 
Sunday. 

Officials decided the de¬ 
fending world champion was 
not at fault for the incident, 
when Button narrowly avoided 
smashing into his rear-end 
when they were driving under 
the safety car.

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NFL: Players ask owners to end referee 
lockout for safety 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - NFL 
players union executives, in¬ 
cluding New Orleans Saints 
quarterback Drew Brees, 
asked club owners to end a 
lockout of referees on Sunday 
in an open letter posted on the 
union’s website. 

The NFL Players Associa¬ 
tion executive committee 
wants no more substitute offi¬ 
cials such as those from lesser 
collegiate levels that have 
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worked games since the sea¬ 
son began earlier this month. 

”We believe there is sub¬ 
stantial evidence that you have 
failed in your obligation to 
provide as safe a working en¬ 
vironment as possible,” the 
union’s letter said. ’’Your ac¬ 
tions are looking more and 
more like simple greed.” 

The issue grew in impor¬ 
tance last week after several 
botched rule enforcements by 
the substitutes and growing 
complaints from NFL players 
and coaches, so much so that 
the league asked coaches to 
tone down their comments. 

Referees, who work other 
jobs and handle NFL games on 
off days, asked for more 
money and benefits from the 
league, which instead locked 
them out and brought in re¬ 
placements from lower levels 


of American football. 

’’Your decision to lock out 
officials with more than 1,500 
years of collective NFL expe¬ 
rience has led to a deteriora¬ 
tion of order, safety and 
integrity,” the union letter said. 

’’This decision has not only 
resulted in poor calls, missed 
calls and bad game manage¬ 
ment, but the combination of 
those deficiencies will only 
continue to jeopardize player 
health and safety and the in¬ 
tegrity of the game.” 

The players union said re¬ 
placements have been unable 
to deal with the faster pace of 
NFL games compared to th 
amateur ranks. 

’’Many replacements have 
lost control of games due to in¬ 
experience and unfamiliarity 
with players and rules,” the 
letter said. 


Some of the headaches for 
the NFL have been laughable. 

One replacement referee 
handled a game for a team he 
once worked for while another 
was removed from a game just 
before he would have offici¬ 
ated a game for a club he 
openly supported on a Face- 
book page. 

”As players, we see this 
game as more than the ’prod¬ 
uct’ you reference at times,” 
the letter to owners said. ”We 
are all men who love and re¬ 
spect this game and believe 
that it represents something 
beyond just money. 

’’You cannot simply switch 
to a group of cheaper officials 
and fulfill your legal, moral, 
and duty obligations to us and 
our fans. You need to end the 
lockout and bring back the of¬ 
ficials immediately.”

Football: Terry 
quits England 
on eve of 
’racism’ hearing 

LONDON (AFP) - Former 
England captain John Terry 
dramatically quit international 
football yesterday, fewer than 
24 hours before a Football As¬ 
sociation hearing into allega¬ 
tions he racially abused 
Queens Park Rangers’ Anton 
Ferdinand. 

Chelsea skipper Terry, 31, 
said the FA had made his po¬ 
sition ’’untenable” after he had 
already been cleared of crimi¬ 
nal charges emanating from 
the controversy which rocked 
the game last October. 

”I am today announcing 
my retirement from interna¬ 
tional football,” Terry said in a 
statement. 

”I would like to thank the 
England managers who have 
selected me for my 78 caps. I 
have had great pleasure in 
sharing that honour with all the 
players that I’ve played with. 

”I am making this state¬ 
ment today in advance of the 
hearing of the FA disciplinary 
charge because I feel the FA, 
in pursuing charges against 
me where I have already been 
cleared in a court of law, have 
made my position with the na¬ 
tional team untenable. 

Terry was stripped of the 
England captaincy as a result 
of the allegations and there 
was further controversy when 
he was included in Hodgson’s 
squad for this year’s European 
Championships while long¬ 
term England central defen¬ 
sive colleague Rio Ferdinand, 
Anton’s older brother, was left 
out.

COLOMBO (AFP) -- Arch-rivals India and Pakistan stayed on course for a highly- 
awaited Super Eights clash in the World Twenty20 with contrasting wins on Sunday. 
India demolished defending champions England by 90 runs in a group A match in 
Colombo after Pakistan had pipped New Zealand by 13 runs in group D in Pallekele.
